The shot was heard by Wiley and

Jones 
and they hastened to 
the 
room occupied 
by jGheairs and 
found him lying on the floor in 
a 
pool of 
blood 
The man was still 
alive 
though unconscious 
Dr Stratton 
was summoned 
and 
on his arrival 
he made an examina- 
tion 


¬ 
of the wound and declared that 
the man could not live 
The bullet 
from the pistol had entered the right 
side of the head several inches above 
the ear 
ranging almost horizontally 
and emerging about the same dis ¬ 
tance 
above the left ear 
carrying 
away a small piece of the bone of 
the skull and striking the north wall 
of the room about 18 inches from the 
corner and 54 inches from the floor 
Shortly 
after the shooting Dr 
Piatt arrived and 
pronounced 
the 
mans wound fatal 
Cheairs 
died about 1030 
oclock 
without recovering consciousness 


Cheairs 
arrived here Wednesday 
morning from Globe 
He left Globe 
for Hot Springs but could not cross 
the river and came through to Saf 
ford 
He made arrangements 
Fri ¬ 
day morning for a rig to take him 
to Hot Springs then visited the bai 
ber shop and was shaved 
Return ¬ 
ing to the hotel 
he wrote and adiess-j-e- d 
a letter to J 
C Obert 
of Globe 
rfthen went out and posted the letter 
in the postoiRee across 
the street 
He returned 
to the hotel 
in a fey 
moments and 
went 
to 
his 
room 
Several 
minutes later the shot was 
heard and he was found lying on the 
floor of his room in 
front 
of 
the 
dresser 
He evidently had taken the 
pistol out of his suit case 
which lay 
opened on a table at the foot of the 
bed 
with the box which contained 
the pistol and cartridges with cover 
off on top of some clothing in suit 
case 
He must have loaded the pis- 
tol

and standing in front of the mir- 
ror

placed it to the right side of his 
head and pulled the trigger 
The 
shot went so high that no nerve was 
cut that would paralyze
